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HUMANISM, HUMANENESS, HUMANITY 


Our contention, that the lack of proper training 
is responsible for many of the defects in society, and 
man, to be able to cope with the conditions thruout the 
daily walks of life must evolve into a well rounded out 
individual, is sustained by the President of the West- 
ern Reserve University, from whose contribution to 
the American Review of Reviews we clip the follow- 
ing: 

“A mighty reénforcement should be given to the 
intellectual parts of our system. That system is in- 
deed weak, uninspiring, unrelated, disjointed, waste- 
ful, ineffective. It should be made vigorous, quicken- 
ing, compact, economical. It should not be content with - 
being merely intellectual. It should be made also 
ethical, social, moral, touching the conscience, moving 
the will, inspiring the heart, as well as giving discipline 
to the intellect. It should inculcate the importance of 
the principles of justice, honesty, moderation, self- 
respect, and temperance. It should, indeed, seek to 
give ‘understanding of mysteries,’ to inspire to proper 
sacrifice, and to give ‘power unto the removal of moun- 
tains’; but it should also know that love is mightier 
than all. 

“Humanism, is the historic movement for culture, 
representing the best which man has thought, felt, 
spoken, aspired after or achieved. Humaneness, the 
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sympathy with Humanity in its more sad and dismal 
relations, is of course important. But humanity itself 
is still more comprehensive and important. 

“American education has been directed to the edu- 
cation of the mind, narrowly interpreted. It has made as 
slight attempt to train the will, the executive faculty, 
the organizing capacity, as it has made to enrich the 
imagination or to refine the taste. 

“Executive education should be one of the next 
fields in our whole educational domain to be cultivated. 
The need is great, the call of the times insistent. Per- 
haps the most effective methods so far adopted are found 
first, in the combination of scholastic work with appren- 
tice work in shop or factory; second, in the training 
of boys through athletic sports; and third, in the self- 
governing students’ associations of school and college. 

“The schools and colleges should inculcate patriot- 
ism, failing neither in under-training nor over-train- 
ing; for the one produces indifference, and the other 
Chauvinism, or national arrogance. Proper training 
in patriotism should always be joined with education 
in inter-patriotism. 

“Education is to be concerned with humanity, and 
not with humanism or humaneness only. 

“American education should, in any reorganiza- 
tion, seek to educate its youth to love and to be willing 
to die for ‘My Country.’ But the reorganized educa- 
tion should teach the youth that the world is more than 
the United States of America, that a Federation of the 
World is more precious than the American common- 
wealth, dear and great as the American commonwealth 
IRBA 

This is, indeed a strong plea for a change in our 
system of education, and once we graduate from na- 
ture’s great university, and comprehend the rules she 
has inaugurated for the perfect man, we shall be called 
upon to “live for one another.” 
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AN URGENT MEASURE OF PREPAREDNESS 


The war has shaken people out of their old ruts, 
their old reserves and selfishness. We have as never 
before leagues and associations, fearless and patriotic 
and able to reach every community. The fundamentals 
of common-sense eugenics, the glaring facts of sex 
hygiene, the rudiments of children’s welfare and the 
elementary principles of scientific education should be 
set forth in one brief and frank pamphlet. There 
should be co-operation for its compilation between the 
Eugenics Record Office, the committee on venereal dis- 
eases of the Council of National Defense (and the So- 
ciety for Social Hygiene), the Children’s Bureau and 
the Commissioner of Education. Such a pamphlet 
should be distributed broadcast to newspapers, teach- 
ers, the clergy and a thousand other categories of 
people. A veritable revolution in education could thus 
be achieved—by boldness and co-ordination of effort. 


Here is a field for women who would show them- 
selves serious, courageous and sincere, and able to be 
a great force for good in their country. Only they can 
set Artemis above Venus in the eyes of young manhood. 
Only they can impress the standards of fitness and 
clean living and healthy parenthood upon the young 
men of their country. Here, too, is a chance for the 
clergy of the land to show that they are abreast of the 
times, that they are not afraid to call things by their 
right names, that they are fit to lead in a movement for 
the amelioration, through frank education, of the moral 
and physical welfare of the nation. Here is a chance, 
too, for our broad-visioned millionaire philanthropists, 
a chance for our government and a chance for all work- 
ers for real preparedness. This work is based on in- 
disputable truth and it concerns every one.—H. Wilson.

This is a revelation of events of a universal character, which 
must shortly come to pass. Their spiritual outlines are now 
before my eyes. I see floating upon the surface of the sea of 
human fate the huge silhouette of a nude woman. She is—with 
her beauty, her poise, her smile, her jewels—a super-Venus. 
Nations rush madly after her, each of them eager to attract her 
especially. But she, like an eternal courtesan, flirts with all. 
In her hair-ornament of diamonds and rubies is engraved her 
name: “Commercialism.” As alluring and bewitching as she 
seems, much destruction and agony follows in her wake. Her 
breath, reeking of sordid transactions, her voice of metallic 
character like gold, and her look of greed are so much poison to 
the nations who fall victims to her charms. And behold, she has 
three gigantic arms with three torches of universal corruption in 

er hand. 


The first torch represents the flame of war, that the beautiful 
courtesan carries from city to city and country to country. 
Patriotism answers with flashes of honest flame, but the end is 
the roar of guns and musketry. 


The second torch bears the flame of bigotry and hypocrisy. 
It lights the lamps only in temples and on the altars of sacred 
institutions. It carries the seed of falsity and fanaticisms. It 
kindles the minds that are still in the cradles and follows them 
to their graves. 

The third torch is that of the law, that dangerous foundation 
of all unauthentic traditions, which first does its fatal work in 
the family, then sweeps through the larger worlds of literature, 
art and statesmanship. 

The great conflagration will start about 1912, set by the 
torch of the first arm in the countries of Southeastern Europe. 
It will develop into a destructive calamity in 1913. In that year 
I see all Europe in flames and bleeding. I hear the lamantations 
of huge battle-fields. f 

But about the year 1915 a strange figure from the North— 
a new Napoleon—enters the stage of the bloody drama. He is a 
man of little militaristic training, a writer or a journalist, but in 
his grip most of Europe will remain until 1925. The end of 
the great calamity will mark a new political era for the Old 
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World. There will be left no empires and kingdoms, but the 
world will form a Federation of the United States of Nations. 
There will remain only four great giants—the Anglo-Saxons, 
the Latins, the Slavs and the Mongolians. 


After the year 1925 I see a change in religious sentiments. 
The second torch of the courtesan has brought about the fall 
of the church. The ethical idea has almost vanished. Humanity 
is without the moral feeling. But then, a great reformer arises. 
He will clear the world of the relics of monotheism and lay the 
cornerstone of the temple of pantheism. God, soul, spirit and 
immortality will be molten in a new furnace, and I see the 
peaceful beginning of an ethical era. The man determined to 
this mission is a Mongolian Slav. He is already walking the 
earth—a man of active affairs. He himself does not now realize 
the mission assigned to him by a superior power. 


And behold the flame of the third torch, which has already 
begun to destroy our family relations, our standards of art and 
morals. The relations between woman and man is accepted as a 
prosaic partnership of the sexes. Art has become realistic degen- 
eracy. Political and Religious disturbances have shaken the 
spiritual foundations of all nations. Only small spots here and 
there have remained untouched by those three destructive flames. 


The anti-national wars in Europe, the class war of America, 
and the race wars in Asia have strangled progress for half a 
century. 


But then, in the middle of the century, I see a hero of liter- 
ature and art rising from the ranks of the Latins and purging 
the world of the tedius stuff of the obvious. It is the light of 
Symbolism that shall outshine the torch of Commercialism. 


In place of polygamy and monogamy of today, there will 
come a poetogamy—a relation of the sexes based fundamentally 
upon poetic conceptions of life. 


And I see the nations growing wiser, and realizing that the 
alluring woman of their destinies is after all nothing but an 
illusion. 

There will be a time when the world will have no use for 
Armies, Hypocritical Religions and Degenerate Art. 


Life is evolution, and evolution is development from the 
simple to the more complicated forms of the mind and the body. 


I see the passing show of the world-drama in its present 
form, how it fades like the glow of evening upon the mountains. 
One motion of the hand of “Commercialism” and a new history 

egins. 
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COME LET US REASON TOGETHER

As women, as mothers of a race that is to be, we 
should become conscious of the perpetuative principle 
of life. When the women of our land, guided by the 
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knowledge and application of eugenic laws, shall center 
their thot upon the birth of saviors, then saviors will 
be born.

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EDUCATION AND CULTIVATION 


It is being conceded that a turbulent state of af- 
fairs thruout human kind is due to one of two causes, 
or both—bad habits acquired by circumstances or bad 
habits inherited thru prenatal influence. All bad habits, 
no matter of what source, are disastrous to the progress 
of man, or society. Bad habits bar the greater possi- 
bilities vouchsafed to man by Nature and Nature’s 
God. Reverse the modus operandi of acquisition and 
form good habits, which may take place of their op- 
ponent and lead man into channels of perfection. 

Prenatal influence, as well as conditions or en- 
vironments, have to be considered more seriously then 
current among the average type of man.

Not that the good 
be apt to turn bad—altho often it does—but the good 
is apt to be crowded out by the bad, as we may notice 
it in a fine lawn invaded by Johnson grass. Cultivation 
sets aside vigilance. Wherever vigilance becomes evi- 
dent we know that there has been a great deal of neg- 
ligence. Attention to present needs suggests cultiva- 
tion. Education, “pedagogic” education, whether ob- 
jective or abstract, does not suffice. Education and 
Cultivation must be twins. The one cannot supplant 
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the other. Both must walk side by side and bear out 
one another. The two Natures of man must be under- 
stood—the divine and the human. To err may be 
human, but where the divine is borne in mind, errors 
will cease to follow us thru the daily walks of life, and 
with constant cultivation of the channels which deter- 
mine the presence of the Infinite Intelligence, we shall 
become most proficient in the eradication of sickness, 
sin and sorrow—making room for such virtues which 
are a guarantee unto joy and bliss.
